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PREFACE. 
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THE object of the present little work has been to put in a permanent and 
useful form, the more simple and practicable of the Psalm or Gregorian 
Melodies, best adapted to the Canticles of the Morning and Evening Ser- 
vices of the American Church. 

What are commorly known as the “ Gregorian Tones,” although supposed 
to date from the time of St. Gregory, have, probably, an origin much more re- 
mote. ‘That they were sung by the early Christians there can be little doubt ; 
and it is the opinion of Martini, a writer of the last century, that they were 
composed by King David, and might have been heard mingling their accents 
with the praises of the Temple. Certain it is that, since the days of Gregory 
with whose name they will be forever associated, they have been almost uni- 
versally sung in the Christian Church, having been adapted by the Englisk 
Reformers to the English words, and used very generally in the Anglicar 
Church, not only immediately after the Separation, but so late as the com- 
mencement of the last century. 

These “'Tones,” as they are termed, are eight in number, to which has 
been added a ninth, sometimes.called the eighth irregular. Each of these 
tones, with the exception of the second, sixth, and eighth irregular, has twe 
or more endings, which swell the number of distinct melodies to twenty-five 
or thirty. Many of these, however, are rarely sung, from the difficulty of 
their adaptation to the English words. 

The few here presented, comprise the purer versions of these ancient 
strains, being taken principally from Alfieri’s Collection, and differing from 
the more common arrangement of the Gregorian Chants, in the position of 
the accented note, on the correctness of which their beauty and dignity 
chiefly depend. 

It should be remarked, that the intonation, so called, which includes the 
two or three notes at the commencement of each strain, and which bears a 
fixed relation to the dominant or reciting note, may be generally omitted by 
the choir, being intended for the Priest or Precentor, where the service is 
properly intoned, and is to be sung at the beginning of the first verse only 
of the Psalm or Canticle. In the “ Benedictus,”’ however, as also in the 
“ Magnificat,” and “ Nunc Dimittis,” the intonation is sung at the commence- 
ment of each verse. 

The first Tone in six parts, and also the eighth Tone in four parts, arranged 
for the “ Benedictus,” are among the best specimens of the developed Chants 
generally sung on Fasts and Festal days, to what have been called the Evan- 
gelical Canticles, — this term comprising the three hymns alluded to above. 

To the eighth irregular, or Peregrine, Tone, as it has sometimes been called, 
the words of the Burial Anthem have been arranged. ‘This simplest form 
of that ancient chant, harmonized by Bach, seems not unsuited to the char- 
acter of the solemn words of the included psalms.

In pointing the Canticles, the rules which ordinarily govern the pointing 
of the Latin words, have been followed as far as possible, the accented 
word or syllable being made to correspond to the accented note. 

This is not the place to enter upon any explanation of the structure of 
these melodies, and we will only add, in the words of a late English writer, 
who has done much to restore this heritage to our Church, that “ beyond 
“doubt there is in this style of Church music an effective grandeur, as well 
“as admirable gravity, which has at all times commanded the homage, not 
“only of the wisest and best men, but of the most pious and learned musi- 
“cians.” “Some of the forms of this ritual music,’ he further observes, 
“may seem indeed uncouth to ears trained (perhaps too exclusively) in the 
“ affettuoso sweetness of modern melody; but in the end they will, it is be- 
“lieved, prove only as the healthy bracing of the open air to those who have 
“long been enervated by the confined atmosphere of over-heated chambers.” 

In addition to the above melodies, we have inserted a strain from the 
“ Miserere” of Allegri, arranged to the English words of the fifty-first 
Psalm ; and, immediately following, a Gregorian melody possessing much 
beauty, and entirely within the compass of ordinary choirs. 

The music of the Te Deum consists of three English chants, appropriately 
selected and arranged. 

It is now eleven years since the publication of the first edition of this 
selection, during which time its sale has steadily increased, and it has found its 
way into nearly every diocese in the country; in many instances, awakening 
a new interest in a subject too long neglected, and leading, it is to be hoped, 
to the formation of a higher and more correct taste in Church music. 

In issuing a third edition, a few chants have been added, making the col- 
lection, on the whole, more complete than before, although leaving ample room 
for further improvement.

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PREFACE TO THE SEVENTH EDITION. 


It seems proper, in preparing another edition of the Psalm Melodies 
for the press, to note the changes and additions that a careful revision 
of the earlier editions, and the recent alterations in the Service Book have 
suggested. It is now more than thirty years since the first issue of this 
collection, and the ready sale of six editions show that it was not prema- 
ture. The present collection does not purport to be by any means com- 
plete, but simply furnishes a limited number of the more practicable of 
the Gregorian melodies, adapted to the Morning and Evening Canticles, 
and such Psalms as are especially set forth in the Occasional offices of the 
Church. The enrichment of the Prayer Book by the restoration of the 
Magnificat and Nune Dimittis, and the complete Benedictus, has made it 
necessary to add the full developed chants which strictly belong to them. 
A few harmonies are also given for the 1st and 8th tones, to enable the or- 
ganist to give variety to the accompaniments, to which he can add others 
of his own. In two or three instances other chants have been substi- 
tuted for those in the older editions. 

The harmonies to the 8th Tone, having the initials H. 8. C., are by 
Dr. Henry 8. Curier, formerly organist at Trinity Church, New York. 

The simple and solemn strain, now so often sung to the “ De Profundis,” 
and again here inserted, was first arranged by the Editor, from an old 
French Service Book, for the choir of the Church of the Advent, in 1845. 
It has since found its way into every diocese, although the source from 
which it came is not generally recognized. 

As the tendency in many of our churches, even when better things 
might be expected, is to an elaborate and secular style of music, it is to be 
hoped that this collection, meagre though it be, will at least suggest a 
purer and higher medium of Praise, sanctioned by immemorial usage, 
and which adds dignity and solemnity to the worship of the Church.
